Rule of Secrecy. 


Although a rule of strict se- 
crecy concerning the identity of 
witnesses has been imposed by 
the Justice Department attor- 
neys conducting the investiga- 
tion, it was expected that Thom- 
as E. Scanlon, who participated 
in writing the 1950 “whitewash” 
report, would testify next week. 
Scanlon, formerly Internal Reve- 
nue supervisor for New England, 
is now District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue at Brooklyn. He 
also testified at Omaha. 

Two Internal Revenue agents, 
Gordon L. Coy and George M. 
Franklin, both of Chicago, were 
witnesses today. This week’s ses- 
sion is expected to be concluded 
late today, with the jury ad- 
journing to next Monday. 

The Scanlon-Holt report was 
followed by a second “‘white- 
wash” inquiry into the activities 
of Finnegan, who was subse- 
quently convicted of misconduct 
in office and sentenced to two 
years in Federal prison. He was 
taken from the penitentiary at 
Terre Haute to testify at Oma- 
ha, and is expected to be a wit- 
ness here when the inquiry 
moves into its later stages.

A purpose of the investigation 
fs to determine which high offi- 
cials of the Truman Administra- 
tion were responsible for the at- 
tempt to divert the prosecution 
of Finnegan.

Four Senators introduced the 
i bill as co-sponsors. They are 
ile Senators John A. Johnson, El- 
2 lington; Robert Pentland and 
John W. Joynt of St. Louis, 
Democrats, and Charles A.

Under the bill, the Governor 
could seize and operate a utility 
in the name vf the state only 
if a “substantial” interruption 
of essential services affecting 
public health, welfare and safe- 
ty was threatened. 

In case of an actual strike or 
lockout, the Governor could ask 
the Attorney General to seek a 
court: injunction to bar the 
work stoppage. The court would 
issue the restraining order only 
if it found that a “substantial” 
interruption of essential serv- 
ices ha@ been caused by the 
shutdown.

AIR FORCE LIFTS 
RULE GROUNDING 
F-100 SUPER SABRES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) 
~The Air Force today lifted the 
rule grounding the F100 Super 
Sabre, the world’s fastest jet 
warplane, after nearly three 
months. 

The Air Force said tests con- 
ducted by the Air Force and 
the plane’s maker, North Amer- 
ican Aviation, Inc., have shown 
the suitability a new vertical 
tail and modifications to the 
control system of the F100. 

All Super Sabres, except a 
few excluded for testing pur- 
poses, were gr@unded Nov. 11 
after a series fatal crashes. 

The F100, designed as one of 
the basic fighter-interceptors of 
the supersonic Air Force, was 
first flown in May:1953. In Oc- 
tober of that year the Super 
Sabre set an official speed rec- 


ord of 755.149 miles per hour,- 


a mark which still stands. . 

The Air Force said modifica- 
tions of the tail and control sys- 
tems are being installed in all 
existing F100s. The improve- 
ments will be built into new 
planes coming off the produc- 
tion line as soon as possible at 
the plants of the manufacturers 
in Columbus, O., and Los An- 
geles.

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On Closing a Hospital 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read in the paper recently that 
the trachoma hospital at Rolla is 
going to be closed “‘because trachoma 
is about stamped out.” As far as I 
am concerned the claim that trachoma 
» is stamped out or conquered is an 
untrue statement. 

In the spring of 1952 I lined up 
with hundreds of others at our local 
school to be examined for this dread- 
ful contagious disease. So many cases 
were found at that time that another 
clinic was held in the fall and I have 
the information that in some cases 
all members of a few families were 
* found to have this disease. .Many 
patients had to be sent to the hos- 
pital while others could be treated 
at home. 

At the present time there are 56 
patients in the hospital — men, 
women, and children and a large 
number of out-patients going to the 
hospital at intervals for th regu- 
lar checkup and treatments as well 
as new patients going in daily for 
» %xamination. 

Certainly no true statement can 
be made that this disease is stamped 
out as long as there is one active 
case, because one active case can 
\ead to thousands in a period of time, 
especially should it be in a school- 
room. I say that this hospital should 
remain open and used for the pur- 
pose for which it was intended as 
long as trachoma is in our midst, 
Piedmont, Mo.

Chairman Strauss in a sharp exchange of 
words with Commissioner Murray denies that 
the work of the Atomic Energy Commission has 
been held up by the Dixon-Yates contract. His 
denial is more persuasive, however, in showing 
the extent to which AEC is being torn apart by 
the Dixon-Yates controversy. This is the second 
time in-three months these two members of ‘the 
AEC have in effect challenged each other's 
veracity in public hearings. 

For its own good, therefore, AEC ought to 
listen to the appeals that are being made to it 
to bring this costly and needless controversy to 
an end. Senator Gore of Tennessee has asked 
that the commission take a new vote on the 
contract, and the House-Senate Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy has asked the commission to 
cancel the contract outright. 

The House-Senate committee's action probably 
registers more of a political than a legal fact. 
The fact it registers is that the committee’s 
majority has changed from Republican to Demo-* 
cratic, and that its approval of Dixon-Yates last 
fall is in substance rescinded by the new Demo- 
cratic majority. 

But it would be helpful if the Democrats on 
the congressional committee went farther, and 
gave some thought to practical alternatives. to 
the contract which they reject. In so doing, they 
might help unmask the essential fakery of Dixon- 
Yates. 

In his budget message last year, President 
Eisenhower laid down a policy. Instead of asking 
for funds to build more Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority steam power capacity, he said, his Ad- 
ministration intended to make arrangements by 
which the Atomic Energy Commission would get 
some of its power from other sources, thus re- 
leasing TVA power which the TVA could use to 
supply its other customers. 

There is nothing wrong with this policy. What 
is wrong is that the Dixon-Yates contract, al- 
though it pretends to carry out the policy, in 
fact does nothing of the kind. The Dixon-Yates 
plant would not supply the AEC with power. It 
would supply power to TVA, the AEC serving 
as a broker or bookkeeper for the transaction. 

There are plenty of reasons why the AEC 
should not perform the role of power broker 
merely to oblige the promoters of the Dixon- 
Yates deal. But in addition to bringing out these 
reasons, the Atomic Energy Committee could 
usefully explore the ways in which the AEC 
could get back on the track of the policy Mr. 
Eisenhower laid down for it more than a year 
ago—that is, the policy of finding other power 
sourtes for AEC so that the TVA can meet the 
growing demands of its other customers. 

The AEC might well be justified in generating 
its own power. It would also be justified in buy- 
ing power on fair terms from private sources if 
it can find private suppliers. Either of these 
methods would be preferable to that of buying 
power from Dixon-Yates not for use but for re- 
sale to TVA, while continufng to demand as 
much TVA power as ever.

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In the Right Direction 

Within a few short weeks the new Congress 
has shown it is not disposed to indulge in such 
reckless investigations as those of some of its 
predecessors, One committee after another, in 
the new Senate and House, has adopted rules 
for controlling inquiries. 

In the House, the Rules Committee has just 
announced that it will approve no investigations 
by other committees unless a good case is made. 
Since the Rules group must approve all special 
inquiries, it has power to make sure the inves- 
tigations are warranted. 

Earlier the Senate Government Operations 
Committee, formerly led by Senator M¢Carthy, 
voted to prohibit one-man hearings by its Per- 
manent Investigating Subcommittee. The Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee adopted a similar rule. 

-The House Un-American Activities Committee 
under Congressman Walter of Pennsylvania has - 


devised an assortment of new rules, and prom- — 


ises that whole groups will no longer be brought 
under suspicion. All inquiries will. deal with 
individuals. And the House has received g bill 
to establish a joint committee on internal secur- 
ity, to take over some of the work of both the 
House Un-American Activities and Senate In- 
vestigations Committees. 

Many of these new curbs on investigations 
are a victory for a group of Senators including 
Hennings of Missouri, Douglas of Illinois, Leh- 
man of New York, Fulbright of Arkansas, and 
Morse of Oregon, They ‘have worked hard to 
bring committee investigations closer to the 
rules of fair play, with much past evidence of 
distorted fishing expeditions to support them. 

What is noteworthy here is the fact that the 
investigators are limiting their own powers. 
Before the Democrats assumed control of Con- 
gress, it was freely predicted that they would 
follow the example of the Republicans, and 
investigate widely and often. The new investi- 
gators are expected to look into defense policy, 
the security program, power issues, monopolies 
and other matters. 

Whatever the result of such inquiries, if the 
investigators conduct them fairly they will have 
stopped @ dangerous trend and restored:a sound 
precedent. . 
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India Celebrates 

India, celebrating its fifth year as a republic— 
actually its independence began almost eight 
years ago—can look back with pride upon a‘be- 
ginning of substantial achievement. 

Freedom came to India late and trouble-rid- 
den. The problems accompanying it were truly 
fit to try men's souls. Nor has all been achieve- 
ment, as the partitioning-away of Pakistan and 
the continuing troubles in Kashmir attest. 

But a start has been made on the long busi- 
ness of shaking off the caste system which de- 
grades millions of India’s people and retards 
the country’s progress. The first nation-wide gen- 
eral election was a credit to the fledgling repub- 
lic, A river valley development program, mod- 
eled on TVA, to produce electric power and irri- 
gate land, is being pushed to completion, and 
may well become the key to the country’s fu- 
ture solvency. Every gain such as these may be 


expected to ease the road somewhat to further 
gains. It. is in sweat and agony that this brave 
new republic is making its way—but it is mak- 
ing its way, and that is what matters.

This is the people's business. It involves the 
fundamental issue of the separation of church 
and state. The Democratic leaders of the House, 
including Speaker Roy Hamlin of Hannibal, 
should see to it at once that the House lives up 
to the State Constitution and its own rule 
against secrecy on committee votes. 

Turn on the light! 
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Infiltration at Ft. McClellan 


Time was when Ft. McClellan, Ala., proudly 
trained thé combat rifleman and many of its 


graduates went on in World War II to win the . 


envied silver and blue badge of the frontline 
foot soldier. But all that is a thing of the past. 

Where Ft. McClellan once had drab barracks 
with open bays, it now has buildings painted pas- 
tel colors. Each barracks has been divided into 
rooms and each building is now outfitted with a 
kitchen. GI cots have given way to beds, and 
where faded green fatigues used to dangle on 
the clothesline there is now soft, silky lingerie 
from milady’s foot locker.. Ft. McClellan is now 
the West Point of the Wacs, permanent home 
of the Women’s Army Corps which at last has 
ended 12 years of kicking about from pillar to 
post. 

We do not believe at all that the Army has 
gone soft on Communism as a certain Senator 
has tried to make people believe. But there can 
be no doubt about what has happened at 
Ft. McClellan, It has gone comfy in a feminine 
sort of way. 
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Shameful ‘Lug’ on Teachers 

Sometimes it seems that St. Louis is heir to as 
many legalistic restrictions as the flesh is to 
ills. One of these is the utterly inadequate 89- 
cent limit on school tax rates. This may be 
raised by popular vote, but not for more than 
two years. So the voters will be asked to go to 
the polls again on March 11 to authorize con- 
tinuation of the present rate of $1.15. 

These elections have given rise to one of the 
nastiest practices in the St. Louis school system. 
Since it takes time, effort and money to get out 
the vote, a “lug” is collected from the teachers 
and other school employes. This is done on the 
legal theory that the School Board may spread 
information about its needs, but not appeal for 
adequate revenues. 

‘The “lug” generally has been moderate. This 
year it was to have been $1 for every $1000 of 
an employes’ annual salary. But the School 
Board hopes to organize a citizens’, committee to 
defray the cost of the vote-appeal. Some such 
method should have been inaugurated long ago 
since the indignity of the “lug” is not to be 
measured in monetary terms. : 

It is an insult that school employes should be 
asked to contribute to what is essentially a fund 
for keeping their jobs and avoiding pay cuts. 
And this insult really comes from the commu- 
nity, even if the school board members actually 
impose it. Knowing that the 89-cent limit is an 
anachronism, the community should have in- 
sisted on its abolishment long ago. 

The citizens should have instructed their rep- 
resentatives to make authorized tax-rate in- 
creases binding at least until circumstances dic- 
tate another decision. A routine election every 
year or two to confirm a matter on which the 
voters already have spoken is silly, and the ex- 
penses of such a poll are wasteful.

China, Washington columnist says; real aim, not openly ac- 
knowledged, is to end Chinese war, treat with Peiping, leave 
Formosa to Nationalists; evacuating offshore islands is first step.

The Administration is inching its way 
toward a consistent long-range policy 
toward China. The core of this policy 
is coexistence with the Chinese Com- 
munist regime. 

The only alternative to coexisting, or 
living, with a regime is to destroy it. 
Coexistence, or living together with, is 
our avowed policy 
with regard to the 
Soviet .Union and 
every other impor- 
tant regime except 
Communist China. 

ith regard to 
Cofmiunist China, 
we have been pur- 
suing two contra- 
dictory policies. We 
have eschewed war, 
even under severe 
provocation, thus 
choosing coexis- 
tence. At the same 
time, we support 
the Chinese Nation-

alist regime, whose avowed objective 
is to destroy the Peiping regime and 
reconquer China. 

It should be plain that the substance 
of our policy toward Red China is 


based on coexistence. The Eisenhower 
Administration, like the Truman Ad- 
ministration, decided not to respond 
to Red Chinese intervention in the Ko- 
rean war by extending the war to 


¢ China. 


Again, in the Indochina crisis, it de- 
cided not to go to war. It canvassed 
the problem again late last summer in 
the light of the Communist bombard- 
ment of Quemoy and for a third time 
decided not to apply American military 
pressure. Now, the basic decision has 
been reaffirmed for the fourth time: We 
will help the Nationalists, not to defend 
the Tachen islands but to evacuate 
them. 

To get rid of the contradiction in our 
policy, the Chinese “civil war” must be 
ended, and we must cease to treat the 
Chinese Nationalist regime as the legit- 
imate government of all China—or, in- 
deed, of more than Formosa and the 
Pescadores, That is the objective to- 


ward which the Administration is feel- 
sa its way. 
he full objective is not openly 


acknowledged by the Administration 


and movement toward it will.be cau- : 
tious for two reasons: Political opposi- 


tion, especially In one wing of the Re- 


publican party, and uncertainty about 


the future behavior of the Chinese 
Communists. 

Up to now, the Peiping regime has 
made this transition in American policy 
difficult. If the transition is to be con- 
summated, Peiping will have to co-oper- 


. ate, not only by refraining from new 


provocations but such steps as Mr. 
Eisenhower specified: Withdrawing its 
forces from Korea and releasing the 
American fliers it now holds as pris- 
oners, 

Peiping must also accept the fact that 
it will not be allowed to get control of 
Formosa and the Pescadores. 

A firm decision to keep these islands 
out of Chinese Communist hands is the 
main difference between American 
policy today and the Truman Adminis- 
tration’s policy during the nine months 
preceding the Korean war. In his cele- 
brated speech before the National Press 
Club on Jan. 12, 1950, Secretary of 
State Acheson excluded Formosa from 
the American defense perimeter. 

Only a few weeks earlier, the State 
Department had ree g sy Communist 
seizure of the island by coup. It was 
the aggression in Korea which led Mr. 
Truman to issue his order to the Sev- 
enth Fleet to prevent an attack either 
way across the Straits of Formosa. The 
Eisenhower Administration is now try- 
ing to work toward long-term neutral- 
ization of the Formosa straits. 

We are treating in different ways the 
three principal Communist regimes— 
those, that is, which are not satellites. 


We treat Yugoslavia as an ally of 
the West. We have a policy of watch- 
ful coexistence with the Soviet Union 
and we trade with it on a limited scalé 
and recognize it diplomatically. 

Toward Red China we have had a 
third policy—an ambivalent one with 
no consistent objective. 

A fufther objective of a long-range 
policy toward China should be to en- 
courage schism between Peiping and 
Moscow. 

Perhaps there is little that we could 
ever do toward that end. But there are 
important conflicts in interest between 
these two Communist allies and they 
may develop naturally. 

- The Administration’s immediate ob- 
jective is to resolve the contradictions 
in our China policy and set a course 


_ which makes sense—the only course 


which makes sense unless, in the ab- 
sence of a new aggression, we intend 
to’ make war on the Communist regime 
at Peiping. 
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Editing ‘Job at the White House

The new TV-radio production known 
as ‘“‘White House Press Conference” is 
apparently here to stay. In most places 
the opening was favorably reviewed. 
What.is most. noticeable in all the com- 
ment is the absence of protest over the 
censorship imposed by the White House 
on the TV-radio networks—a censorship 
which the networks have supinely ac- 
cepted. 

This isn’t a “live’ TV-radio show. It 
is a carefully-edited “documentary”: the 
editing is done by White House Press 
Secretary Hagerty. The censorship has 
nothing to do with national security. It 
is governed by consideration of Repub- 
lican security. 

Thus after the press conference, Mag 
erty deleted 11 of the 27 questions-and- 
answers before letting the show go on 
the road.

In his collection of twenty-two essays 
covering such subjects as modern 
poetry, psychic research, eighteenth cen- 
tury soothsayers, and formulae for writ- 
ing best-sellers, L. A. G. Strong, nove}- 
ist, poet and critic, has demonstrated for 
American readers again the ability of 
British essayists to be both informative 
and diverting. 

These easy-going yet erudite commen- 
taries are as meaningful to the ordinary 
reader as they are entertaining to the 
scholar. The author’s critical bias is 
that of a Christian gentleman with both 


good taste and a wide knowledge of the | 


arts. ; 

In his literary essays he effectively 
explains his authors’ weaknesses and 
strengths. He dismisses Synge’s flabby 
but honest poetry, but praises his infal- 
lible ear for recording in his dramas 
forever the Irish temperament. He ex- 
poses the vagueness of Yeats's dim 
dramas, but.commends him for his “ter- 
rific sense of reality,” which makes even 
his difficult poetry precise and mean- 
ingful. 

He shows. how Cardinal Newman 
dramatized and vivified his religious ex- 
periences for his readers, although his 
preclivity to be the rhetorician and the 
advocate wrecked his literary career. 
Although Thomas Hardy was unable to 
rise above his rural heritage,:he has 
given the Dorset country immortality 
in his novels. His analysis of Elizabeth 
Bowen’s “The Death of the Heart” pro- 
vides good reasons for judging it to be 
one of our finest novels and its author 
one of our great writers, even if she is 
not always able to strike a balance be- 
tween her heart and her head. 


His comments on the world of sci- 
ence, which he asserts has no right to 
make value judgments, as opposed to 
the world of the poet, whose concern is 
with values, are worth reading for their 
clarity and conciseness even when he is 
not saying anything new. 

The poet has special problems be- 
cause he is hampered by language, 
which lags behind man’s perceptions. 
Poets, being “pioneers in the world of 
ideas,” to express their ideas fully must 
use a language which “will be some dis- 
tance ahead of the immediate apprehen- 
sion of their readers.” 

The style of the personal essay en- 
hances the quality of Mr. Strong’s com- 
ments, whether he is being scholarly in 
a discussion of Henry James's literary 
shiSboleths or reproving E. M. Forster 
for his limited perception. The personal 
approach is the. distinguishing touch of 
his comments on extra-sensory percep- 
tion on the art of English pantomime, 
He can give new life to “David Copper- 
field” and expose the fatuity of con- 
temporary best-sellers without insulting 
either Dickens or the rental libraries.

It Could Be Worse.

The 
only sound and the only safe 
position is to treat the ultimate 
disposition of Formosa as a mat- 
ter which cannot be settled 
now even by negotiations, much 
less by force, 


The world’s best hong is to 
play for time, recognizing that 
a final settlement cannot be 
contemplated until the Chinese 
civil war comes to its final end. 
There are now two Chinas. But 
it is a great question whether 
we should treat that fact as the 
permanent historical nature of 
things. 


Time and the Chinas. 


Neither China will accept the 
two-China view, and therefore 
we must in fact treat the two 
Chinas as provisional. Nobody 
knows what 10 years will do to 
either or both of the Chinas. 

What is certain is that the 
issue of the civil war cannot 
now be decided by military 
force. The mainland Chinese 
‘cannot conquer Formosa. Chiang 
is unable, and the United States 
will not attempt, to conquer the 
Chinese mainland. 


Except for a few unimportant 
offshore islands, which are nego- 
tiable, there is a military dead- 
lock in the Formosa strait. Let 
us hope that it can be main- 
tained.

Ghost Play at Empress Never 
Gets Firmly in Hand, 
Is Muddled.

The Empress Playhouse last 
night offered a ghost comedy, 
“Lo and Behold!” by John Pat- 
rick. Now, any play dealing with 
spooks, whether serious, farcical 
or attempted satirical, as is this, 
should be approached warily. 
Whimsey and fantasy are vola- 
tile, unstable dramatic materials 
that may easily get out of hand 
and become sticky, or never 
firmly get. in hand. This tends 
to the latter fault. The name 
better would have been “Be- 


hold and Flee!” For it turned 
out to be a rather feebly mud- 
died affair that never firmly set 
its course, never arrived any- 
where, and produced little di- 
vertissement on the way. 


That Mr. Patrick has keen 
comedy gifts he later proved 
with “The Teahouse of thé Au- 
gust Moon.” That he was capa- 
ble of touching tenderness and 
compassion, he showed in “The 
Hasty . Heart.” That he was 
capable of a misfire, he @emon- 
strated in this. He tried here 
unsuccessfully to invent a for- 
mula of a' background display of 
epigramatic ,wit and wisdom 
against a simple foreground, a 
romance between a slow-witted 
servant girl and a sympathetic 
young doctor. 


The supposed pithy comments 
on the devious and obtuse ways 
of human behavior are provided 
by the ghost of a misanthrope 
author of Nobel Prize stature as 
he views .the inept maneuvers 
of his former maid to fake a 
claim of being his daughter and 
to snare the medic. Three other 
revenants, a Southern belle mur- 
dered by a spurned suitor, an 
earthy Indian maiden who was 
pushed off of Lover’s Leap, and 
a mad composer who cut his 
throat, are also around as in- 
tended comic chorus, all evi- 
dently intended as byheeive of 
dire dramatic stereotypes. 

There is a slow first scene 
where it is established that the 
author eats and drinks himself 
to death at one last repast 
against the doctor’s orders 
the manner of Galsworthy’s 
“Old English.” (Note to stage 
manager: Chateau Yquem is a 
white wine and is not served in 
Chianti bottles.) From then on, 
when he comes back to his own 
mansion in after life. most of 
his ironic and exasperated com- 
ments fail of any particular

A silver-gilt Persian plate 
and a golden gem-decorated 
Graeco-Roman dress ornament, 
exotic and costly rarities bought 
witly funds from the Friends of 


the City Art Museum, were 
placed on public exhibition to- 
day in Sculpture Court at the 
museum, These objects consti- 
tute the fourth gift of the 
Friends to be announced since 
1952, when the mu- 
seum’s ancient Sumerian cop- 
per bull’s head was first dis- 
played. 

The plate is the first obégect 

“from Persia’s Sassanian period 
to enter the public collection 
here. This age, extending from 
226 A.D. to 641 A.D., is noted 
for exquisite quality of its met- 
alsmiths’ design and craftsman- 
ship. 
Name of the epoch, alse 
called the Sassanid period, de- 
rives from Sassan, ancestor of 
Ardashir I, founder of the great 
dynasty that consolidated terri- 
tory from the Mediterranean sea 
to the Indus river under a cen- 
tralized government.

The museum’s plate is judged 
to have been created at some 
time between 300 A.D. and 500 
A.D., -when Persian metal- 
smiths’ artistry was at its height. 
Carved in low relief as the ma- 
jor and central ornament is an 
erect fowl, hitherto believed to 
be a partridge, Persian symbol 
of royalty. 

A Triumph of Skepticism. 


However, Miss Catherine Fil- 
singer, assistant curator at the 
museum, refused to believe such 
a rooster-like bird could be in- 
tended for a partridge. After 
consulting numerous books, she 


sizes are garnets; and two 
round, luminous, milky, apple- 
green stones are of chrysoprase, 
a variety of chalcedony and a 
gem belonging, like onyx, to the 
quartz family. The ornament is 
two and five-sixteenths inches 
across. 


A Tribute te the Friends. 


In a statement accompanying 
the announcement, printed in 
the museum poster for Febru- 
ary, Perry T. Rathbone, director

They pronounced the bird a 
Persian jungle fowl, described 
in technical literature as a “gal- 
lus gallus,” which was the an- 
cestor of the present-day roost- 
er! 

The strutting figure, beauti- 
fully accommodated to the avail- 
able space, has stylized, repeti- 
tious indications of nether 
feathers; and the _ gracefully 
curved tail plumes are distrib- 
uted more for design than for 
realism. Rounded body con- 
tours ‘echo the plate’s concentric 
circles, the outer one 11% 
inches in diameter. 

The dress ornament; reported 
to have been found near Ath- 
ens, bears stylistic characteris- 
tics of the imperial Roman pe- 
riod, about the first century 
B.C. when goldsmiths enjoyed 
contact with Near Eastern 
craftsmen and learned from 
them how to lend Oriental rich- 
ness to their work through use 
of multi-colored gems. 
Vase-form gems are arranged 
symmetrically in the museum’s 
new circular dress ornament. 


museum able to add to its col- 
lections rare and beautiful ob- 
jects such as these most recent 
gifts.” 

Earlier gifts of the Friends, 
in addition to the Sumerian 
bull’s head, were a twelfth cen- 
tury French romanesque wood- 
en statue of the Madonna and 
Child, shown in April 1953, and 
a rollicking “Portrait of a 
Laughing Girl,” an oil painting 
by Gerard Van Honthorst, sev- 
enteenth century. Dutch realist, 
first exhibited last March. 


Prices for Friends’ gifts, not 
being bought with public funds, 
are not disclosed by the mu- 
seum. All to date, however, 
have been of unusual value, sig- 
nificance and beauty and have 
much enhanced the museum’s 
prestige. The bull's head, for 
example, was the subject of 
illustrated articles in many pub- 
lications, including the London 
Illustrated News.

Southeast. Missouri hunters are 
making an ‘all-out effort for a 
later waterfowl season. The 1954 
season for ducks and geese was 
from Oct. 22 to Dec. 15. The 
season desired for 1955-1956 
would extend from Nov. 17 un- 
til Jan. 10—the same as that 
set last season for Alabama, 
Arkansas, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. 

Meetings have been held at 
Sikeston and Kennett and large 
groups of sportsmen have unani- 
mously indorsed a later season. 
Petitions have been circulated 
favoring the change and thou- 
sands of signatures have been 
obtained. 

It was generally agreed at 
these meetings that a special 
zone sheuld be set up in south- 
east Missouri. The boundaries 
would have to be worked out 
between the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission and the federal 
officials. The Little River Di- 
version Channel, just south of 
Cape Girardeau, and then south 
along the right-of way of the St. 
Louis-San Fgancisco Railroad to 
the Ankansas state line have 
been suggested. This is the 
present zone marking, south of 
which year-around fishing is per- 
mitted, as outlined by the Com- 
mission, and is a familiar land- 
mark to many sportsmen. 
Ducks Aplenty—After Season. 

Beginning Oct. 22 and for sev- 
eral weeks thereafter, for the 
past few seasons, “bluebird 
weather” has prevailed — but 
without ducks. The last two 
weeks of the season in Decem- 
ber are fairly productive, but 
usually the largest concentration 
of ducks does not appear until 
after the season closes Dec. 15. 

Some 100,000 ducks were con- 
centrated on the Mingo National 
Wildlife Refuge as late as mid- 
January, and Clearwater and 
Lake Wappapello had a large 
gathering of ducks after the sea- 
son closed. Charles Miller of 
Dexter, owner of the Greenhead 
Hunting and Fishing ‘Club, re- 
ported very poor shooting dur- 
ing the open season. After the 
season closed he reported thou- 
sands-of ducks on the waters at 


. his club. 


Jay Morrow, assistant director 
of the Conservation Commission; 
appeared at both the Kennett 
and Sikeston meetings. At the 
Sikeston meeting, sponsored by 
the Junior ‘Chamber of Com- 
merce, Morrow said the com- 
mission feels that there must be- 
an adjustment, but that author- 
ity will have to come from the 
federal body. 

“We feel we can justify our 
position from the biological 
standpoint,” he said, and then 
pointed out that the same flights 
of ducks shuttle back and forth 
between southeast Missouri and 
Arkansas, using the same food 
source abd companion wintering 
areas. 

Congressman Sees Farley. 

Congressman Paul C. Jones, 
Tenth District of Missouri, 
talked with John L. Farley, Di- 
rector of Fish and Wildlife 
Service, and said Farley gave 
“information which places a 
somewhat different interpreta- 
tion on the situation which many 
of us in southeast Missouri have 
been led to believe existed.” 

“The Missouri Conservation 
Commission could have selected 
any period within the dates of 
Oct. 1, 1954, and Jan. 10, 1955, 
for the waterfowl season in Mis- 
souri, ‘which would have given 
Missouri the same season as that 
enjoyed by our neighbors, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Arkansas,” 
Jones said. 

Last season eight states de- 
clared a split season. Some of 
them provided no zoning for the 
waterfowlers but others did. 
California and Nevada had a 
split in time and certain defined 
zones and both states permitted 
shooting until Jan. 10. When 
such a divided season is decided 
on, there is a 10 per cent pen- 
alty assessed which cuts six days 
off the 60-day shooting season 
permitted,jn the Pacific Flyway 
states. The 14 Mississippi Fly- 
way states, including Missouri, 
Tilinois and Arkansas, were per- 
mitted only 55 days. 

Goose rhooting was nearly 
non-existent in southeast Mis- 
souri the past season. Only the 
Jast few days were productive. 
A later season, ending Jan. 10, 
certainly would be advantageous 
to the sportsmen who specialize 
in “honker” hunting, and, if the 
mild winters continue, a changed 
season is a near-necessity if the 
“quacker” questers have any 


sport. 

Since the Director of the Fed- 
eral Fish and. Wildlife Service 
is agseeable to any reasonable 
season suggested, and the Con- 
servation Commission’s repre-
